obtained? If these plants are cov- 
ered with leaves or straw, they are 
‘Glnivst sig to rot. If they are not 
covered ‘at all, they arc-caonslly_sure 
to winterkill. The writer has found 
that the most practical way to pre- 
serve theso oyergreen plants is the 
following: 

Obtain as many cheap-tin sauce- 
pans as there are evergreen plants, 
and have the pans large enough to 
cover the plants. In the bottom of 


each of these pans a small:hole shoul4: 


be punched. Then place a pan over 
each plant and a small rock upon, it 
lest it be disturbed. The plants tiga 
are secure for the winter and will ap- 
pear in the spring, ready to start de- 
velopment at once, without having to 

during the winter. If the hole 


filled in each pan ,the plants 
are Mable to rot, as they do when 
covered with jeaves, because of Jack of 
air, .The initial expense is the only 
Cost attached to this method of pro- 
tection, as the pans, when once 
bought, can be used year after year. It 
fs difficult to get pans Jatge enough 
to co¥er hollyhocks, but these are the 
least important of all‘ the varieties 
mentioned, due to the fact that the 
seedlings produced during the summer 
will never winterkhill, and bloom the 
next year with better flowers than 
Mhe older plants, 


Other October Work 


In addition to the mere protecting of 
perennials, much other work can be 
done in October. .'This 1s, of sourso, 
the best month for pfanting spring- 
flowering bulbs.. If these are to be 
planted in the border itself, they 
should be put in before the border is 
covered Before the leaves start to 
fall in any abundance, a‘) lawns 
should be given their final cutting for 
.the year, thus making it much easier 
to rake up the leaves than if the 
grass were long. ~ All earth walks 
ought to be thoroughly and heavily 

mped, lest the frost raise>them. 

‘All. boxwood should be protected 
with straw or’burlap: October Js a 
good month in which to sow the seed 
of annus: poppies and annual larkspur. 
This gives them a chance to come up 
in the Very first warm days of spring. 
Ail varieties of annual poppies, includ- 
ing the California poppy, or eschs- 
echoltzia, which is really not a poppy. 
at all, will well repay. planting at this 
season, Cutting should be taken of 
such plants as balsam, geranium, and 
begania, before they are killed “ by 
frost}, Small seedlings of petunia, 
nasturtinm, and calendula, found in 
such’ abundance at tfis season about 
the beds and borders, make excellent 
pot plants for the winter. 

. The garden well repays in the spring 
intelligent autumn treatment.

‘acts of the Battle of Jutland 


The “facts” about the Battle of 
Jutland, which occurred on May 31, 
1916, are told in October “Current 
History” by Capt. Thomas. C. Froth- 
ingham, author of “The Naval “His- 
tory of the World War.” Captain 
Frothingham bases his narrative on 
the corrected information now in pos- 
session of the British Admiralty. 

The underlying tragedy of the 
event, as Captain Frothingham see it, 
was the fact “that the weakened Ger- 
man fleet, when it first sighted the 
British fleet off Horn Reef in the 
North Sea, was in a position where it 
must engage overwhelmingly superior 
forces at a long distance from its own 
bases. Any evasion by flight was out 
of the question, as Admiral Scheer 
had brought with him 'the squadron of 
slow pre-dreadnought battleships, and 
this hgd reduced his fleet speed to 
seventeen knots. The fleet speed of 
the British battle fleet was twenty 
knots. Yet this superior fleet of 
greaer speed failed to impose its 
strength upon the weaker fleet of in- 
ferior speed.” It was their success 
in this battle, moreover, that allowed 


the Germans to carry out their cam- f 


paign of unrestricted U-boat warfare. 

What was directly responsible for 
this outcome, asserts Captain Froth- 
ingham, was a planned manoeuvre, 
successfully executed by the Germans, 
termed “ships-right-about,” in which 
the whole line of German battleships 
simultaneously swung around’ and 
away from the British behind a smoke 
screen. This puzzled the British, as 
they had been taught that such a 
Manoeuvres was impossible, and,more- 
over,- they had strict orders “to usé 
caution in pursuing the retreating 
enemy lest they be led over mine fields 


for failure should be given to these 
tactics, prescribed in advance by the 
approval of the British Admiralty. It 
is unjust to charge the responsibility 
against the brave men who fought 
the battle.”

France Shows 
Its Pacifism 
Says Poincare 


Premier—Declares Other Na- 
tions Should Imitate’ It 
and Not Accuse It 


Paris.—Uncon¥inced that the paci- 
fism of France is understood abroad, 
the Prime Minister, Raymond Poin- 
care, has again made an effort to 
explain precisely the legitimate de- 
sires of his compatriots. At Bar-le- 
Duc he said that French ambitions 
were modest. Frar.ce wanted to be its 
own mistress: without foreign influ- 
ence shaking its sovereignty. He 
would like its peaceful sentiments 
be shared by all peoples. ’ 

France had given official indisput- 
able testimony of its feelings in di- 
minishing the army, reducing the per- 
iod of military service and a new re- 
duction was being prepared which 
would cut the pre-war period by two- 
hirds. Thus France has actually 
given an example of spontaneous dis- 
armament, and it would be equitable 
that other ‘countries should render 
homage to these acts and-instead of 
accusing France, to imitate its ex- 
ample.

Make your child travel from nature 
to books, ‘not from books to nature, 
ig the advice to parents given by 
Llewellyn Jones, literary editor of the 
Chicago Evening Post, in an article 
in the November issue of “Child Life 
Magazine” on the Child and Nature. 

“These books are to be sympatheti- 
cally understood,” writes Mr. Jones, 
“only by the reader, young or old, 
who. has already felt for himself the 
charm of river and pond, who has 
learned to enjoy direct ‘contact with 
naturé.” 

He emphasizes the value of nature 
study for the child, He says,-“‘While 
such a study is in a sense an amuse- 
ment, it is also a spiritual and mental 
discipline and will give the child an 
orientation toward his world that 
many older people lack. It will create 
a mental outlook that will expand as 
the child grows older and that will 
forever keep him. from that terrible 
fate—and it is a sin as well as a fate 
—of being ‘bored.’ 

“Of course, the child will. need a 
few other things besides books, A 
small field glass or telescope will en- 
able him to go bird hunting. . With a 
pocket magnifying glass he can study 
the habits of insects. 

“With the stimulus thus given, the 
young child will learn to make his 
own direct contacts with nature. At 
first he will be interested more in the 
details than in the whole, and this is 
fit and proper. But as the child grows 
older he will learn to see mature.as a 
whole—as the living garment of exist- 
ence. And he will appreciate the 
works of prose like Thoreat as well 
as of that great observer of details, 
Henri Fabre.” %

|Continuous Water Supply for 
y Irrigation Canals Is to Be 
Provided 


Melbourne, Vic—All the produc- 
tivity of northern Vivtoria is due to 
the great system of irrigation which 
has been carried ‘out in the last 15 or 
20 years by the state Government. 
Most of this work has been done in 
recent years, and the system is being 
extended as rapidly as-possible in or- 
der to bring under cultivation: acras 
© fland which.require water to make 
them fertile. This vast irrigation 
system is supplied from Australia’s 
great waterway, the River Murray, 
which is now sending water through 
thousands of miles of irrigation chan- 
nels, in Victoria, New /South - Wales 
and South Australia. 

Victoria has done ntore than any 
other state in this direction, and it is 
now pursuing its endeavors with in- 
creased yigor. The state Parliament 
has this year authorized the faising 
of £1,400,000 of loan money for {rri- 
gation and water supply works. (Last 
financial year the amount spent in 
this way was £1,300,000). Of this 
sum £482,000 will be spent upon the 
construction of storages to insure a 
continuous supply of water for the ir- 
rigation channels. 

One of the areas of the state which 

as been transformed from waste 
land into’a wheat growing district by 
means of irrigation is the Millewa 
land of the northwest. ‘ This com- 
prises about 1,000,000 acres, and with 
the advent of a reliable water supply, 
about 750,000 acres have been taken 
up for wheat growing by 900 settelrs.

NEXT YEAR’S TOMATO SEED | 


One hundred and thirty strains of 
tomatoes were tested at the Sum- 


/merland 
1926. 


Experimental Station in 
| Of the twenty-five highest 
| yielding strains twenty-one were 
| selections from commercial seed. 
For earliness nineteen of the twen- 
ty-five s‘rains giving the greatest 
yield in September were selections. 

The selections generally were 
smooth, firm in flesh and showed 
good canning quality. 

The percentage of culls rejected 
\by the canning factories in the Ok- 
lanapad makes the fact plain that 
[more attention must be given to the 
source of seed. 

It is a very easy matter for each 
grower to save his own seed and se- 
cure greatly improved s'ocks. 

Selecting good fruits from many 
plants is useless. The single plant 
is the basis for selection. All the 
seed from this plant will tend io 
tesemble the average “fruit of that 
parent plant. ~~—Look over the to- 
mato field when the first- tomatoes 
are beginning to colour and 8| 
those plants that indicate heavy and 
early. yielders. Then allow the 

fruits to ripen on these without 
picking. When a number of 
the staked 
plants. Reject all plants that show 
roughness in any part of the tomato, 
bgt uneven ripening or colouring 
and any trace of disease. Cut a few 
tomatoes to ascertain the quality of 
flesh . The choice will narrow 
down to two or three plants. Save 
all the seed 
‘plants keeping the seed 
plant separate.

Pick all tomatoes 
on each plant that are thoroughly 
ripe. Halve each tomato and 
squeeze the pulp and seeds oyt into 
a@ pail.

Alleged wolf-children used to be dis- 
covered frequently in India. 

Most of them have been discovered 
fn the Province of Oudh, where the 
Maiwana case was reported. 

The orphanage maintained by the 
Church Missionary Society of London 
at Secundra, near Agra, in the Pro- 
vince of Oudh, has sheltered a num- 
ber of alleged wolf-children. 

The most famous of them, the one 
commonly known as the Secundra 
wolf-boy, {is the best. authenticated 
cane within the memory of living man. 
This boy: was captured in 1867. by a 
shooting expedition in the unfrequ- 
ented jungles of Bulandsharh. The 
hun: surprized a stray wolf, which 
they followed to a smal] mound of 
earth with a flat-topped rock sticking 
out of the mound. A small, strange- 
looking animal was asleep in the sun 
on the rock. ‘ 

To the amazement of the hunting 
party, it proved to be a boy, who leap- 
ed from the rock as soon as he saw the 
hunters and, running on all fours, dis- 
appeared into a cove along with the 
startled wolf.

Strange and Unhelieved Tales. of India’s. Wilds Are 
Authenticated

tured after a severe struggle, during 
which several members of the party 
were bitten Two wolf cubs were 
also killed, and the party returned to 
the magistrate to claim a reward for 
the dead wolf and the dead cubs, and 
to exhibit. the human being they had 
captured. 

The wolf bounty was paid and the 
wolf-boy was sent to the Secundra 
Orphanage, He was thought to be 
about seven or eight years old, 

For a long time he tore off the 
clothes that were supplied him and 
persisted in eating his food from the 
ground. As the years went by he be- 
came more docile and eventually was 
baptized, taking the name of Sanicher, 
which is Hindustani for Saturday, the 
day on which he was captured. 

His head was small, his forehead 
low and narrow; his eyes were large 
and gray and restless. He squinted 
incessantly and when walking lifted 
his feet high like a man walking 
through wet grass, his entiré~body 
moving in a series of jerks. 

There were large scars on his face, 
supposedly the marks of bits. - His 
arms were only nineteen inches long, 
and scientists who examined him be- 
lieved their development had been ar- 
rested by his habit of moving on all 
fours. 

He lived in the orphanage for thirty 
years, but never learned more than 
a few words. 

Discussing the wolf-boy captured 
near Maiwana, the New York Times 
remarks that ‘““the ease is not to be 
Jaughed down as a bit of folk-lore,” 
for “in India an immemorial ‘legend’ 
may be a contemporary fact.” Says 
The Times: 

Less than a hundred years ago wol- 
ves were much more common and 
dangerous there than now. They often 
carried off children; whose ornaments 
of gold and silver were found in the 
dens by the people. In famines mhil- 
dren were often abandoned in the for- 
ests. If they happened to survive, they 
were said to have been nurtured by 
the wolves. The physicians in India 
‘and in London are incredulous. “Only 
native chatter,” you can hear them 
gay. 

In the '70s Max Muller tried to get 
district officers, sportsmen, snd na- 
turalists in India to inquire into cases 
of wolf-children on the spot. This 
latest case seems to have furnished 
opportunity enough. Meanwhile, cor- 
respondents of the London Times, old 

| Indians, missionaries and so on have 
adduced a large body of testimony, 

Here the New York editor quotes 
General Burton, who recognized “an 
element of doubt” concerning wolf- 
‘children, but nevertheless wrote con- 
| fidently, 
| “Several wolf-boys have been kept 
at the Secundra Orphanage at Agra, 
where one was seen by Valentine Ball, 
of the Survey of India, in 1874. 


from former Governcr of Agra and 
Oudh, who saw the Secundra wolf- 
child in 1877, and a generation later 
had a talk with the father in charge.” 
Of that particular counterpart of 
Mowgli! we learn: 

The wolf-child lived to be between 
thirty and forty; “was strongly ad- 
dicted to tobacco”——O excellent wolf! 
|—“and never spoke” General Burton, 
; still under the spell of skepticism, 
thinks that “wolf-children are always 
males.” . An Oxford man quotes from 
a letter written by a momber of the 
Oxtord ‘Mission in Calcutta last Decem-! 
ber: “An Indian friend of mine, a 
Christian priest, has in his charge 4 
girl who some four years ago was dug 
out of @ wolf’s den with another child 
who died, The living child fs now 
guessed to be about twelve, She can 
now walk upright and has. become 
fairly human in her habits, but her 
mind develops very slowly.”

An Interesting campaign has com- 
menced in Ontario with the idea of 
Jessening appreciably the number of 
motor car accidents, While a con- 
centrated effort in accident preven- 
tion began on October 7 to last for a 
couple of weeks, the plan {s to con- 
tinue the work permanently in the 
hope that Ontario's streets and high- 
ways will be more safe for both 
motorists and pedestrians. , 

A serious problem has arisen in On- 
tarlo because of the sudden Increase 
in the number of motor vehicles. At 
present nearly 400,000 cars are own- 
ed in the province, Even with this 
number the question of accident pre- 
vention would be of considerable pro- 
portions, but at certain times the num- 
he ber of visiting motor cars equals the

The 
executive of this committee has as its 
chairman. the Ontario Minister of 
Highways, Hon. George'S. Henry and 
the other members are W. G. Robert- 
son, Secretary of the Ontario Motor 
League; J. F. H. Wyse, Secretary of 
the Ontario Safety League; 8. J. 
Dickson,'’Chiet of Police, Toronto; T. 
Marshall, Secretary of the Ontario 
Board of Trade; J, P. Bickell, Regis- 
trar of (Motor Vehicles; and R. M. 
Smith, Acting Deputy Minister of 
Highways, Co-operating is an advis- 
ory committee comprising all editors, 
heads of municipal governments, 
police chiefs, presidents of boards of 
trade, automobile clubs and. service 
clubs. 

The executive have held a number 
of meetings during which every phase 
of the situation was discussed. The 
“}views of all experts were assed 
and finally boiled down to the con- 
clusion that motor car accidents can 
be prevented by the exercise of com- 
mon sense-and courtesy. It was felt 
that the province had sufficient laws 
and regulations affecting motors. The 
next step was to impress the individual 
driver with a sene of his or her re 
sponsibility. It was ascertained that 
many drivers with years of expert-. 
ence had failed to realize the great 
Increase in traffic, while the motor 
car had become so common that new 
drivers had not appreciated its dan- 
gers. In other words ar effort had 
to be made to get the public “traffic 
conscious.” Coming to concrete

The penal- 
ties imposed varied from seven to 
thirty days, while every driver so con- 
yicted had his license to operate and 
his motor vehicle permit suspended. 
They could not drive and their cars 
were tied up. During the same month 
68 motor vehicle permits were sus- 
pended for reckless driving and these 
drivers were prohibited from driving 
any car for periods ranging from three 
days to two years. ;

Over a Million Head of Stock Pass 
Through the Yards In a Year— 
Quality Recognized.

Preference for Quality. 


If the quality of our live stock is 
maintained and improved‘it has great 
possibilities of expansion. With a 
growing population there will be an 
increasing demand for meat and meat 
products, With the British embargo 
lifted the export outlet will consume 
greater proportions than formerly 
and relieve the congestion on our 
markets of the surplus, With these 
possibilities confronting us, it neces- 
sitates the building up of a suitable 
marketing system that will function 
efficiently and economically. Effi- 
cient functioning means that the 
preference for quality of consumers 
of meat products are, correctly re- 
flected back to the producer, in the 
form of enhanced prices for that 
quality for which the consumer pays 
his highest price and correspondingly 
lower’ prices for those inferior pro- 
ducts which consumers only buy at 
reduced prices. This demands a cen- 
tral meeting place (a market) where 
yelume of product, conventent facili- 
ties, skill In grading and sorting, 
experience in buying and. selling, 
uniformity and honesty In business 
practice can all be economically 
ass-nbled. Tnus the establishment 
of our stock’ yards where the live 
stock is assembled and an organized 
company accepts, on arrival of stock, 
full responsibility until such times as 
relieved of this obligation by the 
owner, and supplies the necessary 
physical facilities where the vendors 
bring their live stock and buyers 
congregate—packers to buy animals

meats and its products—a growing 
number of farmers buying stocker 
cattle to put on: their pastures or

are expert salesmen and’ make re- 
turns to the consignee, speculators

Over a Million a Year. 

The greater part of Ontarlo’s live 
stock marketed through public mar- 
kets goes to the Union Stock Yards 
at Toronto. In 1924 there passed 
through these yards 376,733 cattle, 
98,006 calves, 493,683 hogs, 185,4 
sheep and 2,455 horses which repre- 
sents a large portion of the Ontarlo 
live stock marketed through regular 
channels.

At present 
the yards cover some thirty acres, of 
which about. two-thirds {is roofed. 
There are sixteen alleys for cattle 
with a thousand pens (800 equipped 
for feeding and watering) having a 
capacity of 9,000 head. A separate 
house for sheep and calves with a 
capacity of 6,000 head, and a hog 
building of 7,500 head capacity com- 
plete the accommodation for live 
stock. There is a railroad siding on 
either side with 60 unloading chutes 
and a number of scales placed at con- 
venient points about the yards,’ At 
Exchange Building houses the ‘Stock 
Yards offices of the various commis- 
sion firms, banks and Government 
officials operating on the yards. Al- 
leys are allotted to the various’ com- 
mission firms in proportion to their 
volume of business.

theses that had been effected before 
Berthelot’s day, no less a chemist 
than Berzelius despaired of sassemb- 
ling molecules into organic” com- 
pounds similar to those of nature. 
“Organic” meant something intimate- 
ly associated with life, and between 
the living organism and inert matter 
a chasm yawned that sclence saw lit- 
tle hope of bridging. Berthelot’s bril- 
liant syntheses of alcohols, organic 
acids, benzene, ethylene, acetylene— 
syntheses of the very atoms of which 
organic nature was composed—start- 
lef chemistry with their new possi- 
bilities. If the chemist now wields a 
power over matter that seems little 
short of miraculous, it is partly be- 
cause of Berthelot’s work. 

More than a mere experimenter, 
Berthelot realized the vast potentlall- 
ties of his discoveries. “The domain 
in which chemical synthesis exercises 
its creative power is greater than 
that of nature herself,” he sald. As 
he synthesized atoms, so he synthe- 
sized his conception of life and.the 
untverse into a whole that saw in an 
amoeba and in a star two manifosta- 
tions of the same matter. 

Interest Diversified.’ 

To the true research scientist, the 
class to which Berthelot belongs, a 
discovery is but a key which will un- 
lock a new door in the unexplored 
house of science, an inspiration as 
well as an achlevement.. When he 
synthesized formic acid the inertia of 
his atoms struck him. At once his 
inquisitiveness was aroused. - Out of 
the studies then begun came new dis- 
coveries and theories that gave ther- 
mo-chemistry a surer foundation. 
While Crookes. painted his gloomy 
picture of a too fecund world starving 
because of its inability to feed its 
ever-increasing offspring, Berthelot 
saw the possibilities of fixing atmos- 
pheric nitrogen and. establishing a 
huge fertilizer industry and making 
two blades grow where but one grew 
before, His quick imagination even 
conceived it possible to dispense with 
agriculture and with the slaughter- 
house. Had he not himself succeeded 
in building up organic compounds? 
Might not some chemist of the future 
produce food out of nothing but the 
gases of the atmosphere? Thus or- 
iginated the conception of “meal pel- 
lets,” ince widely exploited.

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Warnings Cannot Be Too 
Often Repeated To Watch 
“Fire Starters” and so 
Prevent Loss 

Farm fire losses in this Province 
continito reach a staggering total. 
Since midsummer. the press has car- 
ried one story after another of valu- 
able barnes going up in flame with 
their treasured contents of grain, hay 
and live stock.. A barn means as 
much to a farmer as a factory does to 
a manufacturer, and éven if the loss 
is covered by insurance, the setback 
in time and wasted Iabor is incalcul- 
able. 

CCauses of barn fires are innumer- 
able and have been discussed in de- 
tail. . Probably there will always be 
causes for fires, but if so many barns 
were not fire-traps o fthe worst sort 
—and often unnecessarily so—the 
loss would be nothing like it is to-day. 
In a barn that has dark corners and 
passage-ways littered up with dry 
chaff and straw, gasoline and gaso- 
line machinery carelessly stored; and 
other inflammable material such as 
linseed oil, it needs but a spark from 
a pipe, a lantern or a_ carelessly 
thrown match to set the whole place 
should always be at hand, of course; 
but the old adage that “prevention is 
better than cure” is as applicable in 
this case as in any other, 

Now that the days ‘are shorter and 
a good part of the chores must be 
done after sundown, it is an excel- 
lent precaution to clear up everything 
that may make quick fuel for a blaze. 
This includes chaff, straw and hay, 
bits of boards, oily rags or bagging 
that has been use1 for cleaning ma- 
chinery, that may be lying around the 
barn, while outside any grass, weeds 
or brush should be cleared away and 
burned { na safe spot. Never permit 
the accumulation of such waste ma- 
terials as shingles, paper, old lumber, 
empty boxes and straw near the 
buildings, for a spark from an en- 
gine, a cigarette or a match may set 
them on fire and burn the premises. 
Bonfires should always. be watched 
carefully until they are out. 

Paint, varnish and oil fillers usually 
contain linseed ofl, which will dxidise, 
heat and set fire to rags, excelsior or 
similar material. Gasoline is as dan- 
gerous to have aroutid as dynamite 
unless it is stored in a safe fire-proof 
place and the containers closed so 
that the vapor cannot escape. Lan- 
terns, now coming into dally use 
again, are safe only when clean, well- 
trimmed, properly filled, free from 
leaks and hung on hooks out of the 
wind, away from cobwebs and out of 
the reach of horses and cattle.

Palm Needs Repotting.—I have a 
palm that I have had one year. It 
has had only one new leaf. It has 
had six leaves in all, some of which 
have died. It is in a four-inch pot. Is 
this pot too small for that size plant? 
If I transplant it, how large a pot 
should be used, and what kind of soil 
is best for a palm? How often should 
a palm be watered? Should it be 
watered often, spgringly, or at 
lengthy intervals with a lot of water? 
—H. E. N. I suspect that your palm 
needs a larger pot and some fresh 
earth. A palm with six leaves should 
be in a pot six inches in diameter. 
When you repot it, give it a good, 
rich earth with about an inch of 
broken rocks orgpebbles. in the bot- 
tom so as to assure perfect drainage, 
and water it regularly so that the 
earth is usually just comfortably 
moist but not wet. 

Painting Interior of Poultry-House. 
—Is anything gained, aside from 
wood preservation, by painting the 
interior of a poultry-house?—C.H.F. 
When the interior of a poultry-house 
is evenly lighted and bright, the birds 
are more active. Light fated by 
painting the walls white is cheaper 
than light gained by putting in extra 
windows.. Good whitewash is first- 
class for the walls. Add 6 per cent. 
of a good. dip or disinfectant to the 
whitewash. Water paint lasts longer 
than whitewash, and makes a better 
looking job. Painting the interior 


helps control vermin, too—a mighty

“HOW THE SILO AFFECTS CORN 

| FOR FEED. 

A Matter of Temperature and Atr— 
Importance and Effect of Acid 

| Formation—Steer, Feeding—Silage

The 
continued prese of air or oxygen 
fanot desired and their removal from 
{the iaéepreyents the development 
of molds. Molds trcsharmful in that 
they destroy or use up ‘dite ids re- 
quired for the preservation o 
silage, Alir-tight walls and a well 
consolidated mass are very essential 
in the control of fermentation. 

How Corn Changes In the Silo. 

The green corn changes to yellow, 
then brown and develops an aromatic 
odor and sour taste. he sourness 
is due to the development of lactic 
acid, theimportant preserving agent 
in silage making. . Bacteria which 
cause decay and molds are inhibited 
in the acid poor medium of ferment- 
ed corn. The total amount or acid 
formed is between one and two per 
cent. of the weight of silage. Other 
products of the fermentation are al- 
cohol and sugar, The amounts of 
these are not large, being in the case 
of alcohol .1 to .4 per cent. or the 
weight of silage. The amount of 
sugar which disappears fremh the corn 
is almost exactiy equivalent to tie 
amount of alcohol and acid formed 
during fermentation. About one-half 
the sugar present in the recently en- 
siled corn is cane sugar. This- is 
broken up into glucose and then 
changed to alcohol and acid. These 
changes take place rapidly and are 
generally. compieted in 12 days, giv- 
ing and excellent preservative me- 
dium, that will keep ensilage for 
years, >, 
How Fermentation Is Produced. 


The fermentation is brought about 
by plant enzymes carried by the corn, 
bacteria and yeasts, which may be 
attached to the cut corn or drift into 
the silo as it is being filled. The 
sugar in the green corn juice is at- 
tacked by the invertase carried by 
the plant cell and reduced to simpler 
forms. These simple forms are at- 
.acked by zymase and a small amount 
of alcohol is formed, Acid forming 
bacteria also attack the sugars and 
bring about the change resulting in 
the mass being largely acid in char- 
acter and therefore.in a condition 
to keep.—L. Stevenson, Dept. of Ex- 
tension, 0.A.C., Guelph.

One can well imagine the 
mental torture an escaped slave suf- 
fers when his former master ap- 
proaches to take him back to the state 
of slavery from which he has escaped, 
no doubt to disciplinary treatment, if 
nothing worse, for his attempted 
rescape. I have not the slightest doubt 
that it is repugnant to natural justice, 
equity, and good conscience that a 
man who has sought his freedam by 
flight should be forced back to slavery 
and that a native custom which per- 
mits sucha state of affairs is not one 
to which a Court of Justice can and 
will give effect.

One might reasonably expect that 
this legal representative of the Chris- 
tian church would long ago have rais- 
ed up his voice against the dishonor 
done to manhood in the perpetration 
of slavery.

SLAVERY MUST CEASE. 

The institution of “domesticslavery” 
in his diocese, he naively tells us, has 
been the subject of the Governor's | 
“anxious care” and “the abolition of | 
the status of slavery,. domestic or 
otherwise, a year and a half ago,” 
was a “splendid piece of work.” 

What this “splendid piece of work,” 
applauded by the Bishop, actually 
amounts to is sufficiently illustrated 
by the decision of the Supreihe Court. 
True, it has been provided that, on the 
death of a slave-owner, his slaves 
shall be freed, and that no child born 
in Sierra Leone after January Ist, 
1927, shall. become a slave; also that 
under certain conditions a slave may 
purchase his freedom, but otherwise 
slavery remains, and will be ruthless- 
by the Courts.

But the great British public wi 
not be satisfied. They will demand 
that, either by judicial over-ruling or 
legislative enactment, the fetters shall 
be struck from the limbs of these poor 
wretches, fellow-citizens with us of 
the British Empire, that freedom 
shall be honored, in name and in fact, 
wherever the flag of Britain’ flies. 

The British people, irrespective of 
party, hate and detest the conception 
of slavery. The mere suspicion of ‘its 
existence, or any ¢colorable approach 
to it, under their own flag, is suffi- 
cient to stir them to angry and de- 
Cisive protest.

Easy to Sprout Oats—One of the 
easiest ways to sprout Oats is to 
place the oats in a bag and soak it 
in a pail of water overnight. Use 
warn® water in winter. Soak two 
quarts for each 100 hens. After soak- 
ing overnight, hang the bag behind 
the kitchen stove. Dip the bag in 
warm water once daily, shaking the 
oats each time, and hang up again. 
The oats is ready for use on the fifth 
day, If one uses five bags for sprout- 
ing oats, he can have a constant sup- 
ply by starting a new bag each day: 

Culling Layers.—To encourage cull- 
ing of poor layers from farm flocks in

Barly housing enables pullets to get 
accustomed’ to their new surround- 
ings before they lay, and removes a 
common cause of.fall molts.

Uncle Peter's Sausage Recipe 
Our mext is clean and.comes from. 
healthy, quickly fattened bogs. We 
trim, sort and slice the well-cooled 
meat into bits as nearly uniform as | 
possible, both as to length and 
thickness, which makes the grinding 
easier, The strips are alternated— 
a strip of lean, a strip of fat, another 
of lean, and so on, then ground 
medium fine. We welgh the meat ac- 
curately, Wo usually mix 40 pounds 
of sausage at a timo, for which we 
use half an ordinary-sized teacupful 
of pepper, and 40 teaspoonfuls of salt, 
and sage to taste. We mix all in 
Bredients together thoroughly. We 
add the salt after grinding the meat 
to keep the. meat 4rom becoming 
watery. Almost immediately our 
sausage is canned. We cook it 
thoroughly, as for table use, then! 
pack it piping hot in tins or glass 
jars, and process 
Canned sausage will keep all season, 

Preserving Fresh Meat in Brine 
The most satisfactory way I have 
found to preserve fresh meat is to 
use a brine made of three quarts of 
water, six tablespoonfule of coarse 
salt and three tablespoonfula of su- 
gar, Stir all thoroughly together un- 
til the sugar and salt aro dissolved. 
For stuffed sausage, use a stone jar; 
wash it and scald {t until perfectly 
clean ‘and odorless, then wipe it un- 
til it fe dry. Lay one end of the 
sausage in the center of the bottom 
of the jar and coil it in until the jar 
is three-fourthe full or all the sau- 
sage is used. Pour the brine over 
the sausage. The brine must) com- 
pletely cover the sausage, It neces 
sary, make more brine. Fresh sat 
sage, if stuffed, packed in jars and 
covered with the brine as soon as it 
is made, will keep for several months, 
Keep in a cool place, Beef and pork 
roasts can be kept in the same way, 
They, too, should be put in brine 
while fresh. Put beef and pork in 
separate jars. Meat that is to be 
used as steak should be left in a 
Jarge piece or it will absorb too much 
galt. Slice into steaks just before 

cooking, ‘

Most varieties of crab apples are 
very hardy and may be successfully 
grown even where the winters are 
quite severe.

There. are 
many varieties of crabs, and some 
outstanding ones kre described in an 
Experimental Farm bulletin on the 
Cultivation of the Apple in Canada.

Another fine crab 
apple is the Martha, which is large, 
highly colored and very hardy. , One 
of the best known of these apples is 
the Transcendent, a handsome fruit 
of rich ygliow color and very produe- 
tive.

Catching Them 


Bringing Furbearers to. Your 
Traps 


Mink trapping is. mostiy near or on 
water. Small, meandering crecks of- 
fer the best places for sets, since the 
animals can find shelted for runways 
and dens, Food™is easy to get in the 
shallow places. If the trapper will 
go along streams late in summer and 
dig dens in the banks, he will find 
later that minks have enlarged the 
burrows and moved into them. In 
short, the trapper can have the “fur 
pockets” just where he wants them, 
so cgtches can be made to the best 
advantage, 

The way to dig the pockets is as 
follows: Wade along the sbores of a 
creek and select piaces for dens under 
overhanging banks, near roots of 
trees, by shelving rocks, etc. Care- 
fully remove the earth, making the 
burrows about 18 inches deep and 
four or five inches in diameter. 
When you have finished, leave the 
spit as nearly natural as possible; 
that is, leave no boot marks, cto. 
Sometimes draping the den with & 
bush or with weeds helps to make the 
appearance inviting. Last of all, 
desh water over everything with 
which the hands may have come in 
contact, so, as to destroy the human 
scent. 

Dens should not, of course, be made 
too close together, Perhaps every 
100 yards is olose enough, Some 
times, if conditions are just right, 
two burrows within a few rode of 
each other witt be occupied. Hence, 
the matter of distance must be left 
largely to the judgment of the trap- 
per. It may help the er who 
has not had much sadenee. i, say 
that if there is but a comparatively 
short distance on ‘the stream that 
will furnish what the mink desires, 
and signe indicate that tbe animals 
are fairly numerous, several burrows 
to 100 yards will be none too many.

To no 
such extent has there been interfer~ 
ence by public authority in the«nat- 
ural working out of competition and 
custom in establishing the grades and 
price differentials between grades 
with other classes of stock. 

Grades and elasses of stock on mar 
kets are determined in the last 

analysis by the varying consumer de- 
.| mands, and the varying supplies of 
the different products of the animal 
carcass. The grades are the inter- 
pretation of this demand and supply 
as applied to actual animals by men 
(sellers and buyers) skilled in such 
Interpretation. Certain terms come 
by custom to be used in describing 
the various grades into which al 
animals fall, and the grade is deter- 
mined by the size, conformation, sex, 
age, condition, finish and quality of 
the afimal. The following terms 
adopted” by the Markets Intelligence 
and Stock Yards Service of the Fed- 
eral Government may be considered 
as fairly descriptive of the grades 
into which live animals are sorted 
in the marketing process:

Soviet Executes Three as Spies 

for Britain; Final Appeals 

for Ex-Millionaires Fail 

Moscow.—Two brothers, Vladimir 
and Cyril Prove)\and their brother-in- 
law, M. Korepanoff, once rated “as mil- 
lionaires, with high social connec- 
tions, and one @! them, Cyril, a noted 
sportsman, went to their death by or- 
der of the Soviet court. They paid 
the supreme penalty for alleged es- 
pionage in behalf of Great Britain. 

The Soviet Government moved 

swiftly, both in the apprehension and 
execution of those who would betray 
the secrets of the State, the army and 
the navy to the Soviet’s enemies. The 
trial of those whose activities are 
ferreted out by the police ie usually 
concluded with all speed and no time 
is lost in carrying out the sentence of 
the Court. 

Cyril Prove, weeping bitterly, beg- 
ged for mercy. Vladimir tried as best 

jhe might to hold up his drooping 
shoulders when the head of the mill- 
tary tribunal of the Supreme Court 
ended all hope of appeal by declaring 
that the death sentence would stand. 

The case, however, was appealed, 
but thé All-Russian Executive reject- 
ed the ples, declining to grant clem- 
ency to the convicted men, who had 

thoped to benefit by the amnesty 

which will come into effect with the 
commencement of the tenth anniver- 
sary celebration of the founding of 
the Soviet Republic. 

Attorneys of the men held out hope 
until the last minute, but their efforts 
failed. The Executive ruling was that 

j thelr offense was among the gravest 
of all offenses against the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. 

The two brothers. turned State's 
evidence, thus hoping their lives 
would be spared,’ and M. Korepanoff 
pleaded that he was not aware of the 
“espionage character’ of questions 
put to him by Edward Charnock, First 
Secretary of the British Mission at 
Moscow. At the time, Korepanoff, 
though counsel to the War Commis- 
siariat, transacted mainly civil mat- 
ters and he declared he knew few 
military secrets.

Ornamental Conifers. 

For nearly forty years tests of many 
species and varieties- of ornamental 
trees and shrubs have been conducted 
at the Central Experimental Farm: 
Summing up the experience of these 
years, the Division of Horticulture 
has just issued a bulletin entitled 
“Ornamental Trees, Shrubs and 
Woody Climbers,” which gives in con- 
venient form, for any person who 
wishes to plant his grounds, descrip- 
tive lists of the best plants to use. 
One section of the bulletin deals with 
conifers. . As is well known there are 
many beautiful native species of these 
trees in Canada, but their very fa- 
miliarity often precludes ~ their use

Experiments conducted under the 
direction of the Dominion Botanist, 
and described in his latest report, 
have shown that it is imperative that 
ali sacks used as containers for pp- 
tatoes should be thoroughly washed 
before using, in order to ensure com- 
plete removal of injurious substances 
clinging to their inner surfaces. Po- 
tato shippers often put up their stock 
in bags which have previously con- 
tained certain salts, fertilizer in- 
gredients, fungicides, and commodi- 
ties of general consumption, and it is 
astonishing how many of these com-: 
modities have an injurious effect on 
potatoes. . Even tea, coffee and cocoa, 
potato starch, corn meal, and bran, 
which do not in themselves injure the 
tubers, by virtue of their power to 
retain moisture induce an enlarge- 
ment of the lenticels and also provide 
admirable media for the development 
of rot-producing organisms, which en- 
ter through these orifices. Such 
chemiéals as Epsom salts, sodium, 
nitrate, potassium nitrate and coarse 
common salt have a particularly in- 
jurious ‘effect on potatoes, especially 
whére damp storage prevails. The 
use of new sacks will, of course, ab- 
solutely preclude injury from this} 
source.

Ahoy! Jack Frost 


Making the House Snug and 
Cozy or Winter 


— 

Thero are a number of practical 
points to be considered in getting 
houses ready for the cold of winter, 
and, besidés, there are ways of creat- 


éoziness that will give one much sat- 
isfaction apd enjoyment. 


The man of the house will be in- 
terested, of course, in the practical 
side of the problem and to him will 
fall the task of looking over the heat- 
ing arrangements. No matter “what 
system is used, hot water, gas, coal, 
wood or oil-furnace, or stove, an ex- 
amination will be rewarded by dimin- 
ished fuel bills. Going over the equip- 
ment to see that everything is ship- 
shape, that devices are regulated pro- 
perly, that draughts are working as 
they should, is a part of this neces- 
sary survey. The man who is skill- 
ful with tools can do much_of this 
tinkering himself. 
| Many times when a furnace does 
not draw well, the ‘height of the chim- 
ney is blamed for this condition. But 
it happens that in some cases the 
fault lies with the pipe or funnel that 
leads from the furnace to the chim- 
ney. Giving this pipe more of a 
pitch, so that it rises as it approaches 
its outlet,- is often a satisfactory 
remedy that saves rebuilding the 
chimney or adding to its hefght. If 
the chimney does seem at fault, how- 


lever, @ survey can be made success- 


fully by using a mirror, shifting it to 
an angle which will catch sunlight 
and throwing the reflection down into 
the chimney to locate the trouble, 
which may be a fallen brick or an ac- 
cumulation of sbdot. 

Conserving Heat. 

With the heat the best that can be 
supplied, the next step wil be to see 
that the house itself is going to make 
the most of the warmth, and conserve 
it for the rooms.

against the cold, and extra sheets of | 
paper used for shades over unused ; 
windows in attic or cellar all help to; 
keep the cold out antl the warmth-Jn. | 

When it comes to producing an at-) 
mosphere of charm and cheer, the! 
woman of the house wil have her say, ' 
and will Be-likely to “say it” with 
plenty of color. . One is immediately | 
drawn to the house that fs light and | 
bright, the one that shows colorful | 
curtains peeping from a window, or/ 
gives a glimpse of old-gold or crimson 
within. Colorful curtains are one of | 
the>best means of giving atmosphere ; 
drapes can be used to good advantage 
hangings to suggest the cosiness 
both within and without. Heavy 
too, in the winter, for then they don’t 
seem stuffy.

Plants can be arranged on 
stands nea ra window or on the ledge 
itself, to furnish a bit of fresh green 
and color when all is snow-covered 
outside A room well lighted at night, 
with soft shades to diffuse the il- 
lumination, gives an appearance of 
warmth that is altogether delightful, 

Fortunate indeed is the house that 
has chimneys that allow for hearth 
fires. Quite unmatchable is the gleam 
and sparkle of an open gre, and the 
fittings about the fireplace add to the 
picture too. Even the wood basket, 
or box, has its place’ in the scheme 
of things and if it has become dull 
and drab from-use, it may take on 
new interest painted orange, red, yel- 
low or light green. 

Because it is not always possible to 
have ad open hearth, substitutes have 
sometimes to be chosen. Such “tre- 
mendous trifies” as bright pottery, 
shining brass or bronze create pleas- 
ing effects. A copper kettle, for ex- 
ample, has a woy of its own in giving 
atmosphere, though it may ‘it on top 
of a modern gas heater.
